LESSON IN HOME DRESSMAKING 


Advance Fall Model in Black Crepe Satin, with the 
Circular Fulness Introduced at the Sides 


returning to black and a new shade of blue called blue-jay, 

for frocks for early Fall. A pretty version of the side flare 
is pictured in this model, which requires 434 yards of 40- 
inch or 3% yards of 54-inch material to make. The design is so 
smart and becoming that there is no doubt of 
its being copied in the twills and smart wool- 
ens for Autumn. 

The fronts are dart-fitted at the underarm 
seams, turned to form underfacings, and closed 
to the neck with the collar. The godets are 
inserted in the underarm seams below the 
waistline. Long one-piece sleeves, dart- 
fitted at the wrists, may or may not be 
trimmed with buttons to correspond with the 
front of the dress. 

The front is cut on a lengthwise fold of 
material, but the satin is laid open in single 
width to cut the back and the godets, as shown 
in the cutting guide. There also will be 
sufficient material to cut the sleeves on 
the single open width of the satin. Mark 
all of the darts and perforations carefully. 

Now, close the underarm seam of the dress 
above the medium perforation in back (D). 
Sew front edge of godet C to front E, with 
lower edges even, matching double notches. 
Close the shoulder seam, then face collar and 
sew to neck, with center-backs even. Lap the 
right front of the dress over the left, matching 
lines of large perforations, and figish for closing. 

Next, close seam of sleeve and sew in arm- 
hole. Place the small perforation in the 
sleeve at the shoulder seam when sewing 
it in the armhole, and hold sleeve toward
